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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place..” Acts 2:1. “And they were all filled with the Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4 
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COMMUNION OF THE BLOOD AND BODY OF CHRIST 
—THE CUP OF DEVILS VS THE CUP OF THE LORD

“The cup of blessing which we bless 
is it not the communion of the blood 
of Christ? The bread which we break 
is it not the communion of the body 
of Christ? For we being many are one 
bread and one body: for we are all 
partakers of that one bread. Ye can- 
not drink the cup of the Lord, and 
cup of devils: ye cannot be partakers 
of the Lord’s table, and the table of 
devils.” 1 Cor. 10:16, 17, 21. 

The Scripture verses quoted above 
that we will use for a text show that 
there is either holy communion or 
communion with devils; and that the 
cup of devils is opposed to the cup 
of the Lord, therefore, one cannot 
partake of the cup of blessing and 
have communion with devils. There 
is mutual fellowship and communion 
between the devil and those who serve 
him, just as there is holy communion 
between Christ and His _ followers. 
Paul spoke of some who offered sac- 
rifice to devils and shows that idol 
worship is devil worship. To partake 
of a wine feast where a libation was 
first poured to an idol made one to 
have fellowship and communion with 
devils, just as believing participation 
of the Lord’s supper gives fellowship 
with Christ. 

The “Lord’s supper” was instituted 
by the Lord Himself on the night 
that He ate the passover with His 
disciples prior to His crucifixion the 
next day. The law of keeping the 
passover ended at the cross and is no 
longer in effect, but the Lord’s supper 
or communion of the blood and body 
of Christ, will be in effect till He 
comes again, and must be observed 
by all who would have fellowship and 
communion with Him. This shows the 
importance of the Lord’s supper and 
as it brings us into fellowship with 
Christ and each other, is it not logi- 
cal to believe that the more we partic- 
ipate in holy communion, the stronger 
our fellowship will be with Christ and 
each other? 

The passover feast was only an an- 
nual celebration, but let us remember 
that the Lord’s supper is not the pass- 
over and was not instituted till after 
Jesus had kept the passover with His 
disciples. The new supper supersedes 
the old feast and the time to partake 
of it was not meant to be annual, but 
frequent. “For as often as ye eat this 
bread, and drink this cup, ye do show 
the Lord’s death till he come.” 1 Cor. 
11:26. This statement of Paul shows 
that there is no set time for, the com- 
munion of the blood and body of 
Christ and that we should partake of 
it often in commemoration of the 
death of our Lord. 

The fact that Jesus ate the pass- 
over supper with His disciples but 
did not partake of the communion of 
His blood and body, shows that He 
abrogated the passover as fulfilled in 
Himself. The unleavened bread and 
fruit of the vine were used in the 
Lord’s supper as they were in the 
passover supper, but not in the same 
manner, ,ior for the same purpose. 
There were four cups, or probably 
five, used in connection with the pass- 
over feast, but only one was used at 
the institution of the Lord’s supper. 

The passover supper began with a 
blessing over a cup of wine mixed 
with water, which the head of the 
passover company and _ those with 
him drank. Then the roasted lamb, 
unleavened bread and bitter herbs, 
with other elements of the passover, 
were set out, and when the head and 
the rest of the company had dipped 
a portion of the bitter herbs into the 
sop and ate, another cup of wine was 
brought. At this time children were 
allowed to ask the meaning of the 
passover, and the second cup was 

passed around. Then the head of the 
company repeated the commemora- 
tive words explaining the purpose of 
the feast. He then broke the bread 
and gave thanks-over it and all took 
portions and dipped into the sop and 
ate. Then they ate of the lamb and a 
third cup, called “the cup of blessing” 
was brought. A fourth cup followed, 
called “the cup of the Haflel,” (song) 
efter which the fifth cup, called “the 





great Hallel,” might follow. 


This procedure was doubtless fol- 
lowed by our Lord at the last pass- 
over supper and being the head of the 
company, He of course ate with them 
as his own statement proves. “With 
desire I have desired to eat this pass- 
over with you before I suffer.” Luke 
22:15. 


The institution of the Lord’s supper 
following in connection with the last 
passover makes it a little difficult to 
separate the two. In the narrative 
given by some of the gospel’ writers, 
they appear to be the same, but when 
the Scriptures are harmonized, it is 
clearly shown that they were separate 
and that the manner of procedure and 
purpose of the Lord’s supper is not 
the same as that of the passover. The 
narrative given in the gospel by St. 
Luke shows that the Lord’s supper 
followed the passover and that the 
cup of the second supper was not 
identical with that of the first. ‘“Like- 
wise also (as He had done with the 
bread) the cup after supper, saying, 
This cup is the new testament in my 
blood, which is shed for you.” Luke 
22:20. Notice the writer says, “After 
supper,” which could only refer to the 
passover supper. It could not mean 
the Lord’s supper for His supper is 
not complete without the cup of bless- 
ing which is the communion of His 
blood, just as the passover could not 
be complete without the cups connect- 
ed with it. We notice also that a speci- 
fic cup is designated by the term 
“this cup,” another cup different 
from the passover cup or the one used 
at the passover supper. The contents 
of the cup was doubtless the fruit of 
the vine that was used in the pass- 
over supper, but the occasion was 
different, therefore, it was a differ- 
ent cup, which was the communion 
of the blood of Christ. 

That Jesus did not drink of the 
cup that He gave to His disciples at 
the institution of the Lord’s supper 
is clearly shown in Mark’s narrative of 
the occasion. “Verily, I say unto you, 
I will drink no more of the fruit of 
the vine until that day that I drink 
it new in the kingdom of God.” Mark 
14:25. These are the words of Jesus 
when He gave them the cup of the 
communion of His blood. “I will drink 
no more” signifies that He had drunk 
of the passover cup but would not 
drink of the communion of His own 
blood. He did not shed His blood for 
Himself, but for others, therefore, it 
would not be proper for Him to drink 


‘of the cup of blessing that was the 


communion of His blood. Neither 
would it be proper for Him to eat the 
bread that was the communion of His 
hody. Some might understand Paul’s 
statement to mean that Jesus drank 
of the cup at the time He instituted 
the Lord’s Supper because He said, 
“After the same manner also he took 
the cup, when he had supped, saying, 
This cup is the new testament in my 
blood.”. 1 Cor. 11:25. According to 
other Scripture the statement, “when 
he had supped,” means that when the 
passover supper was over Jesus took 
the bread that represents His body 
and gave to those present, also the 
cup of blessing which is the com- 
munion of His blood. The word “sup- 
ped” comes from the Greek “dipnon” 
which means “to dine, feast, or ev? 
ning .meal.” This proves that when 
Paul said Jesus took the cup (“when 
He had supped”) he meant after He 
had eaten the passover supper, there- 
fore the statement does not mean af- 
ter He had supped from the cup used 
in the Lord’s supper. The Syriac ver- 
sion gives the statement as follows: 
“So after they had supped (Ge. feast- 
ed), he gave also the cup.” 

The purpose of the passover was to 
commemorate the deliverance that 
came to the children of Israel when 
the destroying angel passed over 
them in Egypt. The passover deliver- 
ance was once for all wrought at the 
exodus, and the annual feast revived 
it in the soul of the believing Israel- 
ites. 

The purpose of the Lord’s supper is

THE GROWTH PREVIOUS 
TO SANCTIFICATION

When we teach that growth in grace 
is not the work of heart-cleansing that 
growth can never sanctify the soul, 
it is then asked, Is there any growth 
before full sanctification? We say yes. 
Then it is asked, Does that growth in 
anywise purify the soul? We say no. 
It is asked, What is the nature of the 
growth previous to sanctification? I 
will try to answer according to Scrip- 
ture. 

The Scripture also locates growth 
in grace after complete purification 
and never before it. Some may deny 
this assertion but search and see for 
yourself. Let me refer you to Job 17: 
9. “The righteous also shall hold on 
his way, and he that hath clean hands 
shall be stronger and _ stronger” — 
cleanness before strength. Isa. 29:19. 
“The meek also shall increase their 
‘oy in the Lord’—meekness and free- 

om before pride, before increase. 1 
*elcr 2:18, “Wherefore laying aside 
all malice and all guile, and hypo- 
crisies, and envies, and all evil speak- 
ings, as newborn babes, desire the sin- 
cere milk of the word, that ye may 
grow thereby: If so be ye have tasted 
that the Lord is gracious”—complete 
cleansing from all malice, all guilt 
and all deceit comes before growth, 
and I am afraid this scripture’ will 
bring condemnation to thousands. 
Think about the malice, hatred, envy 
and backbiting among holiness peo- 
ple. It is sad to think that in all prob- 
ability thousands don’t know the real 
blessing of sanctification. 

2 Pet. 3:14-18, “Wherefore, beloved, 
seeing that ye look for such things, 
be diligent that ye may be found of 
him in peace, without spot, and blame- 
less. And account that the longsuffer- 
ing of our Lord is salvation; even as 
our beloved brother Paul also accord- 
ing to the wisdom given unto him 
hath written unto you; as also in all 
his epistles, speaking in them of 
these things; in which are some 
things hard to be understood, which 
they that are unlearned and unstable 
wrest, as they do also the other scrip- 
tures, unto their own destruction. Ye 
therefore, beloved, seeing ye know 
these things before, beware lest ye 
also, being led away with the error 
of the wicked, fall from your own 
steadfastness. But grow in grace, and 
in the knowledge of our Lord and Sav- 
ior Jesus Christ”—but “without spot” 
comes before “grow in grace.” 

The Word of God teaches that sanc- 
tification should occur soon after con- 
version and it places growth in its 
normal place—after inbred sin _ is 
purged out. The growth that is pre 
vious to heart-purity doesn’t in any de- 
gree cleanse the soul from inbred sin. 
True, there may be in the converted 
person a great many moral improve- 
ments, in manners, conduct, habits, 
tastes, information, ete., but the seed 
of sin, the inherited depravity of the 
soul, is in nowise destroyed br 
growth. How do we know that growth 
never purifies the heart? Because 
there is not a single verse of Scrip- 
ture that even hints that growth 
cleanses. Then again, heart-cleansing 
is an act of God, but how can we 
grow into the divine act? Then again, 
if growth cleanses from the least of 
depravity it can cleanse from all de- 
pravity. Again, it is the blood of Je- 
sus that washes from sin, but if 
growth can in any degree wash the 
soul, then we do not need the blood of 
Jesus to do it. And finally no one ever 
experienced that growth removed the 
nature corruption of the heart. 


The growth before sanctification is 
not growth in holiness, but a growth 
in preparedness for holiness. The con- 
verted soul has month after month, 
and year after year a growing sense 
of soul needs. Soon after the conver- 
sion the believer thinks that he can 
gradually overcome and remove the 
ill temper and evil tendencies of his 
heart, but after a while he has a grow- 
ing sense of his utter helplessness to 
make his heart pure. He may have 
deeper views of his heart’s wants; 
he may get wider views of Christian 
duty; he may feel more the claims of 
God’s Word; he may, item by item, 





consecrate his all to God, but this 
growth is a preparation for being 
sanctified. The preparation for heart- 
purity is gradual, though it “should 
be brief.” But the reception of heart- 
purity is by simple trust and is in- 
stantaneous. The growth previous to 
sanctification is mostly a growing 
sense of our soul needs. It is a growth 
of wants more than a growth of sup- 
plies. It is not so much increase of 
grace as it is increase of hunger for 


grace, It is not so much growth in 
grace as it is growth in conviction 
for holiness. Those believers who are 
not wholly sanctified do not really 
grow in grace as much as they think 
they do. They have grown in many 
ways, but pin them down to the naked 
facts of growth in the grace of Jesus. 
Are they more tender, more patient, 
more gentle, truthful and meek, 
peaceful and loving than they were 
the first week or month of their con- 
version? Ninety-five in every one hun- 
dred will say no. Millions of Chris- 
tians live purer the first month of 
their conversion than they do after- 
wards, “until sanctified.” The fact is, 
the great majority lose some of their 
first love instead of adding to it. The 
converted soul grows only by pressing 
after holiness. 


There is a vast amount or growth 
in various things which is not growth 
in grace. Men may grow in Hebrew, 
Greek and scholarship and yet lose 
grace. Men may learn how to work 
up church enterprises and run ecclesi- 
astical machinery, and learn how to 
do many so-called righteous works 
and yet be drifting away from their 
first love all-the time. A preacher may 
grow in eloquence, in learning, in 
fame, in skill, and in authority and 
yet not grow in grace. There are 
many so-called great, big preachers 
whom God has listed from lowly life, 
who have grown and grown, but are 
not half as humble, gentle, simple, af- 
fectionate, and happy as they were 
when plain country boys in their 
first love. There is a great deal of 
head work in the church in our day, 
which is accompanied with heart- 
dwarfing and starving the fountains 
of lowly love. Yes, there are many 
kinds of growths that are not growth 
in grace. I believe that when a man 
is justified by faith he is then a child 
of God. He is added to the family and 
becomes an heir. By faith in the shed 
blood of Jesus Christ he can be sanc- 
tified, then with praises and thanks- 
giving in his heart he can receive the 
Holy Ghost. He is then ready to grow 
in grace and in the knowledge of our 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. I do 
not believe that those who backbite, 
criticize, and take a hand in murder- 
ing the influence of their brothers and 
sisters can retain their experience of 
sanctification. It is a sad picture to 
look upon those who were once saved, 
sanctified and filled with the Holy 
Ghost and their hearts bubbling over 
with love, now sitting by the wayside 
singing, Where is the blessedness I 
knew when first I saw the Lord? 
where is the soul’s refreshing view 
of Jesus and His Word? They wu: get 
up and shake hands with you and the 
first thing they will do is begin to 
tell you how some brother used _ to 
preach and what great victory he had 
and what a good man he was. You 
pin them down closely and they will 
tell you that they are not as close to 
God now as they used to be. Why not 
be honest, repent and get reclaimed 
and then see how your brother looks 
and how you feel toward him. Within 
my travels I find thousands that are 
on victory side and they are _ still 
blessing and praising God, and some 
of them for twenty years have held up 
the high standard of salvation, de- 
nouncing all worldliness, and in fact, 
standing for our long cherished prin- 
ciples. These people are those who 
are overcoming the world, and will 
inherit all things some day.

to show His death till He comes again, 
and this commemoration is holy com- 
munion by which we are constantly 
reminded that Christ is our passover. 
He was once for all offered a sacri- 
fice for our redemption, never to be 
offered again. “By his own blood he 
entered in ONCE into the holy place, 
having obtained eternal redemption 
for us.” Heb. 9:12. “ONCE in the end 
of the wérid hath he appeared to put 
away sin by the sacrifice of himself.” 
Heb. 9:26. The communion of the 
blood and body of Christ that we 
realize in the Lord’s supper brings 
us into contact with Him and we can- 
not forget His sacrifice for us, so we 
feed on Him by faith. The Lord’s 
supper must be observed in memory 
of Him and for the purpose of show- 
ing forth His death or sacrifice for 
us until He comes. “So Christ was 
ONCE offered to bear the sins of 
many.” Heb. 9:28. Notice the Scrip- 
ture says He was offered to bear the 
SINS (not sin) of many. This shows 
that Jesus was made a sacrifice for 
sins in His death and that sins can- 
not be forgiven by any means other 
than the sacrifice and shed blood of 
Jesus. This is what must be remem- 
bered in the Lord’s supper and those 
whose sins have not been forgiven 
cannot participate in the communion 
of the blood and body of Christ. They 
may eat the bread and sip from the 
sacred cup but it will not be holy 
communion unto them, therefore, 
they eat and drink “damnation to 
themselves not discerning the Lord’s 
body.” (See 1 Cor. 11:26-30.) The 
statement of Paul when he said, “Not 
discerning the Lord’s body,” signifies 
that those who eat and drink un- 
worthily do not understand the spirit- 
ual meaning of the Lord’s supper and 
do not distinguish the emblems of the 
Lord’s body from common food. Those 
whose sins are not forgiven have no 
connection with the Lord and there- 
fore they cannot discern the spiritual 
meaning of holy communion and if 
they partake of the elements of the 
Lord’s supper they will invite judg- 
ments, such as sickness and death. 1 
Cor. 11:29-31. 


When Jesus instituted holy com- 
munion He showed as clear as the 
noonday sun that sins are forgiven 
through and by the shedding of His 
blood. “And he took the cup and gave 
thanks, and gave it to them saying, 
Drink ye all of it, for this is my 
blood of the new testament, which is 
shed for many for the remission of 
sins.” Matt. 26:27, 28. The word “re- 
mission” comes from the Gr. “‘aphesis” 
which means freedom, pardon or for- 
giveness. This is full proof that Jesus 
shed His blood to forgive sins and 
that this fact should be remembered 
by those who participate in the com- 
munion of the blood and body of 
Christ. Notice carefully that Jesus 
said, “This is my _ blood of 
the new testament which IS shed.” 
This statement was made before Je- 
sus had actually shed His blood, never- 
theless He spoke as though it were 
shed even before the crucifixion. Je- 
sus’ own statement is given to us in 
the present tense and indicative mode, 
and therefore confirms other Scrip- 
tures that show that in the plan of 
salvation Christ was foreordained a 
sacrifice for sins and that He was 
“The Lamb, slain from the foundation 
of the world.” (See Eph. 1:3-7; 1 Pet. 
1:18-20; Rev. 13:8). In the mind of 
Christ, the sacrifice for the sins of 
many was made before man was creat- 
ed, therefore, He could correctly say 
before His crucifixion, “This is my 
blood which IS shed for the remis- 
sion of sins.” This is proof that al- 
though sins were forgiven before Je- 
sus shed His blood, it was done be- 
cause the plan was’ perfected before 
the world began. 

Let us notice carefully that Jesus 
said, “This is my blood which is shed 
for the remission of sins” (not sin). 
Some argue that the blood only deals 
with sin and has no part in the plan 
of salvation until the believer is 
sanctified. If that argument is true 
Jesus was mistaken and the Bible is 
false, but we are bound to say that 
the argument is false, and that the 
Chureh of God stands for the Bible. 
The Scriptures prove that our sins 
are forgiven and we are justified, 
then as a second work we are sanc- 
tified all because Jesus shed His 
blood. Therefore the entire plan of 
salvation depends on the shed blood 
of our Lord. There is no such thing 
as a bloodless salvation and _ that 
teaching should be branded as false 
doctrine, .and reputed. 

The “cup of blessing” that we par- 
take of in the Lord’s supper is the 
communion of the blood of Christ, 
and is a constant reminder of the fact 
that He shed His blood to forgive 
sins. This wonderful truth should be 
the sole thought of our mind when 
we participate in the sacred celebra- 
tion of the death of our Lord. If we 
judge ourselves in this respect and 
discern clearly the Lord’s body, or 
in other words, if we distinguish the 
emblems of the blood and body of our 
Lord from common food and under- 
stand its spiritual meaning we will 
not be judged when we partake. We 
can then eat and drink worthily and 
have sweet communion and fellowship 
with Christ and each other through

I have just answered a request in 
the Evangel tor my address. Perhaps 
there are many more who desire this 
information. I am known as the child 
evangelist, eleven years of age, born 
in Jacksonville, Fla. March 16, 1919. I 
will give my testimouy that you may 
know how the Lord blessed me and 
why I am The Little Girl Evangelist. 

When I was three years old my 
mother took me to the People’s Mis- 
sion, 246 Myrtle Ave., Brooklyn, N. Y.

“And they brought un- 
to him, also infants that he would 
touch them: but when his disciples 
saw it they rebuked them.” Those 
rebuking disciples are representing the 
mothers and fathers and others who 
won’t permit little children to go to 
the altar and other places of prayer. 
Do not rebuke them. Jesus did not 
like for the disciples to rebuke the 
little children, neither does ne want 
us to, for we are His disciples if we 
follow Him. Now listen what Jesus 
said in the 16th verse. “Suffer little 
children to come unto me, and forbid 
them not: for of such is the kingdom 
of God.” V. 17, “Verily I say unto you, 
Whosoever shall not receive the king- 
dom of God as a little child shall in 
no wise enter therein.” 

Dear readers, you can’t enter into 
the kingdom of heaven unless you be- 
come as a little child, the same as I am 
now, for I was born of the world but 
when I was three years old I was born 
again, not of the world, but of _ the 
Spirit.

Some of 
these people are nearly one hunrdred 
miles from our mission and are asking 
us to come back to them, but for the 
lack of a way of conveyance we are 
unable to reach these places. 

When we left Portland, Me. where 
we had been working in missions, we 
had to buy an old thirty-five dollar 
Dodge and patch it up. It worked 
pretty good but needs much repairing. 
We had five dollars when we left Port- 
land, but on our way we found pente- 
costal people where we held a meet- 
ing for a week. Brother and Sister 
Bloomingdale were with us and about 
four hundred people came out at one 
service. The offering received there 
brought us to the island. 

Some of the Christian people didn’t 
much like us and hoped we would get 
Starved out. Though they had plenty 
of good home-raised wheat we have 
had to go without bread two weeks at 
a time. I just said, “I came here to live 
or die for Jesus, whichever way He 
can get glory, and will stay till He 
says ‘Enough’.” One dear sister had 
received the Holy Ghost and we had 
some good meetings in her home 
where more souls were tarrying and 
the power of God came and revived us 
so much. Last summer a man __sonear 
Richmond gave us the use of a house, 
supplied us with wood, flour, potatoes 
and milk. Many people came out and 
God blessed our labor there. They are 
now looking forward to good _ shep- 
herds to come and feed them. 

As winter came on God called us to 
Charlottetown | capital and largest city 
ot P. E. I. About two thirds of the pop- 
lation are Catholics. The people are 
rich and proud. Some say we better 
not say anything about the second 
coming of Jesus, divine healing or 
speaking in tongues here in this city, 
but of course we keep right on just the 
same. Hardly any are even saved, just 
join some place of worship. We always 
have about two hundred out to street 
service but pastors have warned folks 
to stay away from us, so. only 
come inside. ; 


We truly do praise God for feeding 
us and keeping us well. We never 
know where the next fuel or food is 
to come from, as all these needs have 
been supplied by some little offering 
from the friends In the States or in 
other unexpected ways. Dear ones, I 
don’t feel worthy of all God’s goodness 
to me. We all need your prayers. If 
you would only see as we do, how 
much the Church of God is needed in 
these dark places, you would never 
hesitate to help your every little bit. 
Did you know one penny a day from 
each laymember or even a nickel a 
week, would do wonders for the mis- 
sionary fund? We are called to other 
places. You listen good and see if God 
is calling you here. You will find some 
good people on P. E. I. and when you 
see them you will wonder why they 
never before heard about the Church 
of God and the good blessings they 
need so much. Where we are now we 
have no one'to fellowship with except 
one sister two miles out. We are so 
hungry to get to a good old Wimauma 
camp meeting once more. Would be 
glad to hear from any one, especially 
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RUSSELL

We are living in a day when the 
appetites or desires of men are being 
manifested in no uncertain way.

On every side of us we can see 
daily a countless host of people whom 
God has created to love and serve 
Him, running after the things their 
appetites crave, some to the poolroom 
or bowling alleys, some on their way 
to the movies (and perhaps on the 
Sabbath too), others to the circus or 
ball games, bridge party or dance 
hall. 

When God made man He endowed 
him with certain very necessary natu- 
ral desires such as hunger and thirst 
and made him able to distinguish be- 
tween heat and cold, sweet and sour, 
light and darkness and many other 
things very needful to him. Man was 
made in the very image of God him- 
self and had everything he needed 
and nothing he did not need. 

Never in all my life did I see an 
innocent little lamb that capers and 
frolics around in green pastures feed- 
ing upon buzzard’s food.
